Super-Filter Aids 
(leaning* of Air 


House dusts, for years the buga­ 
boo of sufferers from asthm a, hay 
fever and other diseases caused by 
air-borne particles, can at last be 
completely controlled. 
Mechanical 
filters for years have been able to 
remove large dust particles which 
are distressing to patients and of­ 
ten to others as well; but now for 
the first time there is a super-filter 
which removes practically all the 
dirt, big or small, which floats in 
the air. 
The new machine, m aking possi­ 
ble five or six hours’ sleep a night 
for m any sufferers who otherwise 
might twist and turn in discomfort, 
is an electro-static air cleaner. 
It 
charges the air with 12.000 volts of 
electricity, which in turn wraps it­ 
self around the im purities and m ag­ 
netizes them to a plate within the 
machine, so they cannot drift about 
inside a house, causing trouble. The 
whole precipitating pact, as it is 
called, may tx* removed and washed. 
In one week the plate at the top of 
the precipitating cham ber in the 
m achine can collect one-sixteenth of 
an inch of dust which otherwise 
might not even Lh* noticed.

Hsieh Cliin-Yuan, commander of 
the Chinese ‘Lust B attalion” that 
defied the Japanese for four days in 
a Chapel warehouse-citadel, declar­ 
ed today th at his men withdrew 
sorrowfully. 
T heir two greatest griefs, he told 
the Associated Press in his first in ­ 
terview since the battalion evacu­ 
ated were th a t they were forced to 
withdraw before sealing the strug­ 
gle with their lives and that they 
could not return to the conflict. 
Hsieh—promoted from colonel to 
general in recognition of the feat 
th a t raised all his men one rank— 
sat in a tiny canvas hut, no larger 
th an a pup tent 
He declared his force of former 
boy soldiers lost only IO dead, not 
IOO as the Japanese have asserted. 
Hsieh, who was the last to leave 
the burning warehouse Saturday to 


when the Associated Press told him 
for the first time th a t Generalissimf 
Chiang K ai-shek had promoted Inn 
to general. 
“But I don't deserve such an h o n ­ 
or,” he said. 
“The Japanese are bad m arks­ 
men,” 
he explained. 
"They 
fire 
wildly when they are excited.” 
Hsieh said the order to evacuate 
came by telephone from Chiang at 
9 p. rn. Saturday but th at he was 
afraid at first to inform his men be­ 
cause he thought they m ight revolt.
